DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Seabaugh (US. 5,554,860, previously cited.) 

3. In regard to claim 1, Seabaugh, in figs. 12-13, discloses diodes including n- 
collector region 218 formed on a diode region, wherein each diode region has an 
independently depth including an ion-implanted portion 216, the n-collector having a 
contact region opposite the diode region, each diode having a depth, and including 
means for electrical isolation each diode. The contact surface is co-planar with the other 
n-collector regions 220,see fig 13. 

4. In regard to claim 2, Seabaugh further discloses the diode region is formed as a 
resonant tunneling diode region, see the abstract. 


Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 2/19/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As mentioned in the previous office action, figure 13 discloses the depth of 
the diode, for example, the base epilayer 216 is deposited to a thickness of 0,08 
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microns. The constant thickness construes the independence depth of the diode. 
Furthermore, elements 230 are clearly co-planar with layer 220, as also previously 
mentioned, since the top surfaces of these elements have the same height, see also fig. 
13. It is noted that the surface of layer 220 is the bottom surface of the layer directly 
above it, layer 218. 

6. In response to applicant's argument that the present invention allows for a much 
more compact solution, thereby conserving circuit board "real estate", the fact that 
applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following 
the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences 
would otherwise be obvious.
